OTTAWA, April 7.—The Dominion railway commission handed down 
judgment in the Western freight rates case this afternoon. This famous 
h iring owas instigated at the urgent request of the Winntpeg Board of 
Trade at the latter end of 1911, commenced under the chairmanship of 
the late Judge Mabeer, and concluded under Chairman Drayton last 
autumn. 

The commissioners in the judgement just brought down deal with 
the tariff of the district west of the Great Lakes in a conyprehensive 
munner, and order a readjustment, and substantial reductions In many 
classes of rates. 

The question of discrimination as between Bastern and Western 
rates, which was the basis of the hearing, is disposed of by the board 
on the ground that lower rates in the East are justified by water com-
